Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area.

The  chief  industries  carried  on  arc  weaving  and  spinning  of  wool  and 
artificial  silk  ; clay  mining  and  its  manufacture  into  pipes,  etc  , and  dairy 
farming. 

There  is  no  great  extent  of  unemployment  but  a good  deal  of  part  time 
employment  only. 

There  has  been  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  and  there  is  no 
evidence  that  unemployment  has  affected  the  health  of  children  or  adults.

2.  There  have  been  no  changes  or  developments  in  the  Laboratory 
facilities,  Ambulance  facilities,  Nursing  in  the  Home,  Clinics  or  Treatment 
Centres  or  Hospitals. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  Water.  The  principal  supply  from  the  Dewsbury  and  Ileckmon  d 
wrke  water  Board  has  been  satisfactory  save  for  its  discolouration.  The 
de-chlorination  has  improved  but  still  leaves  a great  deal  to  be  desired. 

The  supply  from  Kusby  Wood  Reservoir  was  again  found  to  be  polluted 
on  several  occasions.  Steps  have  been  taken  by  closing  of  wells  and  pur- 
chase of  land  near  to  prevent  access  of  cattle  to  improve  this  and  it  is 
hoped  very  soon  to  be  able  to  discard  the  use  of  most  of  this  supply. 

The  water  from  New  Brighton  Reservoir  was  polluted  as  usual.  The 
Council  are  urged  to  take  steps  to  provide  a different  supply  and  abandon 
this  reservoir. 

The  bed  of  the  River  Dearne  is  still  used  as  the  village  dumping 
ground.

Steps  should  be  taken  to  speed  up  the  transference  to  the  water  carriage 
system  and  to  provide  every  house  with  a closet  of  some  kind.

Prevalence  of  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  affected  this  district  as  it  did  most  others.  It 
was  of  a very  mild  type  here,  and  no  doubt  due  to  the  undesireable  publicity 
given  to  the  epidemic  a considerable  number  of  persons  imagined  they 
had  it  without  any  grounds  for  so  doing. 

Denby  Dale  School  was  closed  at  the  end  of  January  on  account  of  the 
number  of  children  away  from  this  cause. 

Artificial  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  as  in  previous  years 
offered  to  all  children  by  notices  distributed  at  school  and  there  was  a 
reasonable  acceptance.

Closet  Accommodation  Conversion  of  the  privy-midden  system  to 
the  water  carriage  system  is  proceeding  slowly  but  steadily  and  there  are 
now  500  houses  on  this  system  although  in  a few  cases  the  privy  is  still 
retained  in  addition  to  the  W.C.  About  230  privies  are  in  connection  with 
premises  where  sewers  are  not  available  or  are  not  suitable  for  the  water 
carriage  system.

Public  Cleansing.  This  work  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor. 
The  vehicle  used  is  a general  purposes  motor  wagon  There  are  a small 
number  of  cesspools  situate  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district.  There  are  no 
special  arrangements  for  cleansing. 

Rag  Flock  Acts  1911  and  loyy.  There  are  no  premises  in  the 
district  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  used,  or  sold. 

Meat  Inspection.  This  is  carried  out  whenever  possible  at  the  time  of 
slaughter.  Voluntary  surrender  has  been  made  in  all  cases  where  diseased 
conditions  were  found.  The  premises  where  made-up  foods  are  prepared 
are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  Meat  Regulations  generally 
are  observed. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.  I 9.53  No  new  licences  have  been 
issued  and  the  number  of  licencees  is  twelve.  No  contraventions  of  the 
Act  have  been  found.  Sheep  are  not  included  as  animals  to  which  Section 
1 of  the  Act  applies  with  respect  to  the  use  of  a mechanically  operated 
stunning  instrument. 

Milk  Supply.  Practically  all  the  supply  is  produced  in  the  area.  The 
premises  are  all  furnished  with  a good  supply  of  water  principally  from  the 
Council’s  mains.  The  number  of  producers  of  “accredited”  milk  is  the 
same  as  last  year,  namely,  four. 

The  County  Council’s  officials  carry  out  the  sampling  of  "designated” 
milk. 

Veterinary  examination  of  the  dairy  cows  has  been  carried  out  on 
three  occasions  by  an  Officer  of  the  County  Council  accompanied  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  following  particulars  have  been  supplied  by  the 
Chief  Veterinary  Officer  of  action  taken  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
during  the  year  : —

The  “appointed  day”  for  the  commencement  of  the  overcrowding 
provisions  of  the  Act  was  fixed  for  January  1st,  1937.  The  landlords  of 
working  class  houses  are  required  to  insert  in  the  rent  books  a “summary” 
with  the  “permitted  number”  of  persons  entered  therein  and  the  local 
authority  are  required  to  supply  a statement  giving  this  information  upon 
application  by  such  landlords. 

The  measuring  up  of  the  houses  is  proceeding  as  other  duties  permit.
